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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 8,

Accordingly, these claims have been canceled as set forth below by authority of 
the Examiner.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 

Claims 8, 9, 16 and 19-29 have been canceled. 
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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 7, 13, 14 and 18 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-3, 7, 13, 14 and 18 are allowed because there is no prior art of record 
that either teaches or suggests a circuit connection structure or a display apparatus 
comprising the following specific limitations recited in claims 1 and 13: 

A semiconductor device bridges a space between a substrate and a circuit board 
such that a driver IC formed on the semiconductor device is located over the space and 
a first or output electrode of the semiconductor device is connected to the electrode 
terminal on the substrate with an anisotropic conductive adhesive.
